KCHOOL BOOKS. 


Every now and then — our readers know 


just how often thsit is — we feel disposed to 
dip into the subject of book* for schools and 
academies. We don't know any bufiness in 
which there ia more imposition, humbuggery, 
und downright venality practiced, than in the 
recommendation and supply of books for our 
common schools and academies. 
There is a 


lack of independence—to call it by no harsher 
name—on the part of those whose business it 
is to deoide the choice of books for the use of 
schools. For example, theie arc — heaven 
knows — over so many kinds of Arithmetics, 
A'gcbnis, Geometries, Geographies, Gram- 
mars, Readers, and spelling-books, claiming 
precedence, and nil of them differing—gome 
of them widely—from each other, nnd all of 
them pressed upon the public, with an impoi- 
tunity and earnestness, which make* the un- 
just Judge's -widow appear rather a tame 
suitor. Well, who sit in judgment on the 
character ef these books ? Men qualified by 
previous habits of study, and mental disci- 
pline, who have had experience in teaching, 
nnd have made the subject of education a 
matter of long reflection ?

A desire to continue 
in office makes them anxious to please the 
ruling powers. For instance, look at the list 
of books on the catalogue recommended by 
our inefficient Superintendent of Public In- 
stiuction. It resembles the sheet Peter saw 
in vision, let down by the four corners from 
heaven, filled with all manner of four-footed 
beasts and creeping things. What publisher 
has not been nble to get a recommendation 
from Mr. Iloot ? What prominent bookseller 
has not got his waies endoised by him ? And 
bow many rivalries, cnvjings, bickerings and 
cm-sings have resulted from this state of 
things '? 


We don't know as there is any help for this 


Department. We know of no man in the 
State exactly qualified for the office of Super- 
intendent of Schools. 
If we could get such a 


man as Henry Barnard, of Rhode Island, bj 
paying him $2500 a year, it would be the 
cheapest and wisest expenditure of money 
ever made in this State. We could afford to 
dispense with the services of the Governor 
and Legislature a few year:, better than with 


Take the School Commissioners in this city. 


How are they appointed ? By the Common 
Council, tlio members of which must all watch 
to see " when it rains porridge." They must 
have three from each Ward, one of which
